HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 

Yv  k  dSksday,  December  1,  1S02. 
The  committee  of  the  whole  this  day  took 
into  conlideration  the  governor's  communica- 
tions, as  to  the  (hutting  the  port  of  Ncw-Or- 
againd  the  Americans,  and  came  to  two 
refolutions  thereupon,  and  an  addrefs  to  the 
general  government  on  that  fbbjeA,  which 
•were  unanitnoufiy  agreed  to,  as  followr, — 

Resolved  unanimously,  that  the  proclama- 
tion of  the  Intendant  of  the  port  of  New- 
Oilcan?,  of  the  18th  of  October  laft,  is  a  di- 
ved infraction  cf  the  treaty  of  friendfhip,  li- 
mits and  navigation,  concluded  in  0<ftoher 
1795,  between  the  United  States  and  the 
king  of  Spain,  in  this  particular— that  by  the 


faid  proclamation,  American  citizens  are  for- 
bidden to  depofit  their  merchandizes  and  ef- 
fects in  the  port  ot  New-Orleans,  without  an 
equivalent  i  It.'blilhment  having  been  adigncd 
to  the  United  States,  on  another  part  ot'  the 
banks  of  the  Milliliippi,  conformably  to  the 
provifion  of  the  twent) -fecond  article  of  the 
faid  treaty. 

Resolved,  That  the  governor  be  requefted 
to  forward  the  following  memorial  to  our  fc- 
nator-  and  reprefentatives  in  Congrefs,  to  be 
by  them  prefented  to  the  prefident  of  the  U- 
nited  States,  the  fenate  and  houfe  of  repre- 
fentatives of  Congrefs.

THE  MEMORIAL 

Of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  tbe  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 
Having  on  a  former  occaiion,  when  we  re- 
prefented  the  obftrudions  to  the  Navigation 
of  the  river  Miliifliippi,  experienced  the  at- 
tention and  judice  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment, in  providing  by  a  treaty  with  the  court 
of  Spain,  not  only  tor  the  free  navigation  ot 
that  river,  but  for  what,  in  our  remote  filia- 
tion from  the  ocean  was  abfolutely  necelfary 
to  the  enjoyment  of  it,  a  place  cf  depofit 
for  our  produce. — We  deem  it  necelfary  bare- 
ly to  date  to  you,  that  by  an  infraction  of 
that  treaty,  we  arc  deprived  of  thefe  advanta- 
ges, tn  violation  of  the  treaty  between  the  U- 
nited  States  and  the  King  of  Spain,  conclud- 
ed at  San  Lorenzo  el  Real,  in  October  1795. 
The  Intendant  of  tbe  Port  cf  New-Orleans 
has  by  a  proclamation  of  the  18th  of  October 
lalt,  forbidden  American  Citirens  to  depofit 
their  merchandize;  and  effeas  in  the  faid  Port, 
without  having  iffigned  to  the  United  States 
an  equivalent  efabliihment  on  another  part 
ot  the  banks  of  tbe  Miffiffippi. 

We  rely  with  confidence  on  your  wifdoni 
and  jufticr,  and  pledge  ourfehe's  to  fupport, 
the  ej.pcnce  of  cur  lives  and  fortunes,  fuch

Extract  of  a  letter  frorh  New-Ov!eant  to  a 
gentleman  in  this  town,  dated

W e  addrefled  a  few  hurried  lines  to  you  by 
an  exprefs  which  left  this  place  a  few  days  a- 
go  for  the  feat  of  government,  informing  you 
of  the  port  being  (hut,  and  that  the  Ameri- 
cans were  deprived  of  the  right  of  depollt 
here,  by  a  decree  of  the  Intendant  of  this 
province  ;  which  information,  we  now  fully 
confirm.  This  proceeding  of  the  Intendant, 
muff,  no  doubt,  be  productive  of  fcrious  con- 
fequences.—The  United  States  will  not  fuffei 
themfclves  to  be  robbed  of  a  right  which  they 
enjoyed  by  virtue  of  a  f-cred  treaty— How- 
ever we  muft  wait  with  patience  to  lee  the  re- 
fill t. 

"  The  footing  upon  which  you  will  here- 
after frmd  vith  relpea  to  vending  or  export- 
ing your  produce,  will  be  this— The  Weftern 
produce  of  every  delcription  will  be  permitted 
to  enter  here  by  paying  the  eftablilhed  duties 
ot  the  pljce,  viz.  6  per  cent,  at  the  following 
%aluations— Flour  4  dollars  per  barrel,  tobac- 
CO  4.1  dollars  per  hogdiead,  cotton  18  cents 
per  pound,  and  other  articles  in  proportion— 
'.be  fame  duties  mufl  be  paid  if  exported  af- 
ter being  ftored.  But  Ihould  produce  be  for- 
warded tor  exportation  the  duties  may  (till  be 
faved,  but  it  muft  remain  in  boats  in  a  place 
ot  fafety  until  an  opportunity  offers  of  (hip- 
ping in  American  vetfeis,  which  muft  lav  in 
the  dream,  Although  they  have  robbed  us 
of  our  right  of  depofit,  we i  ftUl  enjoy  the  free 
navigation  of  the  river. 

''Th-.-rc  is  now  no  doubt  whatever,  but  that 
the  French  are  to  poffefs  this  country— this 
event  will  i„  all  probability 'take  place  in  the 
courfe  of  the  fpring.  Mr.  Otto,  is  we  learn, 
to  go  as  Miniller  to  the  United  States,  to 
Settle  the  terms  and  other  matters  relative  to 
tbe  two  countries  ;  the  refult  cf  this  bufinefs 
<vdl  be  very  intending,  as  we  fliall  then  know 
upon  what  ground  we  Rand  with  refped  to  our 
commercial  profpectl." 

Exrraa  of  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  at  Nat- 
chez,  to  his  friend  of  this  place,  dated 
"  Nov.  7th  1802. 
1  he  Intendant  General  of  the  province 
below,  has  declared  the  port  of  New-Orlcan, 
fliut  againd  American  commerce  and  iepotit, 
he  has  notaffigned  any  other  (pot,  nor  w,ll  he 
for  a  depofit. 

"  Lately,  I  had  tiiree  cargoes  arrived  at 
New-Orleans  ;  one  from  Philadelphia,  one 
from  Liverpool,  and  another  from  London. 
1  wo  ot  them  arrived  previous  to  (hutting 
the  port,  and  were  landed— neither  of  thofc 
cargoes  were  permitted  to  be  (hipped  me  on 
board  an  American  bottom,  but  on  board  a 
Spanidi  bottom,  and  obliged  to  dear  out  for 
fome  port  of  their  own  on  this  fide  the  line, 
with  orders  at  my  rilk,  to  proceed  for  this 
place.  This  is  not  mere  report,  but  what 
has  adually  happened  me,  betides  Cubie&illft 
me  to  duties  of  10  percent. 

"  American  produce  can  yet  land  at  New- 
Orleans,  by  paying  a  duty  of  6  percent,  and 
6  more  il  tranfported  ;  but  it  ccuiiot  be  (hip- 
ped on  board  any  other  than  a  Spanidi  bot- 
tom after  being  landed."

*  Whcn  we  were  firft  advifed  of  the  In-

:  EtuattOQ  is  no  better  now— and  dreadful  at 
!  bed. 

I     "  By  letters  from  New-Orleans  of  the  29th 
I  ult.  we  are  informed,  that  the  port  is  entirely 
j  (hut  againd  American  produce,  and  no  fuch 
I  thing  as  a  depolit  allowable  ;  yet  we  have  the 
privilege  of  felling  in  that  market,  by  paying 
lixper  cent  duty,  which  makes  our  property 
Spanilh — then,  if  to  be  tranfported,  it  mud 
be  done  on  board  Spanidi  bottoms,  and  thole 
to  fail  immediately  for  fome  port  of  Spain. 
Even  boats  cannot  clear  out  for  this  place 
from  New-Orleans,  and  none  can  load  there 
but  Spanilh  bottoms,  and  they  clear  out  for 
fome  one  Spanidi  port  on  the  river,  with  or- 
ders to  proceed  to  this  place  !  This,  fir,  is  the 
cafe  with  goods  (hipped  me  very  lately. 

"  'Tis  to  be  hoped  tbe  general  government 
will  take  fuch  immediate  and  proper  (tops  to 
fecure  us  our  natural  rights  to  the  peaceable 
navigation  of  that  river,  as  will  tffcjlriually 
prevent  in  future,  any  obdruftion  bf  a  for- 
eign people. 

"  1  have  no  doubt  but  the  citizens  of  the 
Wed,  will  readily  co-operate  with  the  Prefi- 
dent in  this  wiihed  even:. 

"  It  is  generally  believed,  that  the  province 
is  reded  to  France  ;  but  for  my  own  part,  I 
cannot  help  doubting  its  authenticity.  The 
Chaplain  and  Confeffor  to  the  Prince  of  Peace, 
who  was  not  long  ("nice  Bidiop  of  New-Orle- 
ans, has  very  lately  written  his  friends  in  that 
place,  that  if  it  is  ceded  to  France,  it  is  not 
1'pokcn  of  at  the  Court  of  Spain. 

"  Produee  very  low.  At  auction  within 
thefe  few  days,  flour  of  good  quality  fold  at 
I  25  per  barrel.  Cotton  r.t  New-Orleans, 
from  14  to  15 — all  things  dull  beyond  con- 
ception, and  no  money  in  circulation." 

In  the  laft  mail  came  difpatches  from 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  Governor  Gar- 
rard— the  contents  are  not^et  known. 

Communicated. 

Died,  on  the  1 1th  November,  at  Vincen- 
nes,  William  Clarke  Efquirc,  chief 
Judge  of  the  Indiana  Territory. 

The  author  of  thefe  lines,  having  been 
acclaimed  with  Mr.  Clarke,  for  feveral 
years  paft,  had  a  better  opportunity  of 
knowing  the  heart  and  difpohtion  of  thai 
pjcntleman,  as  well  as  tnaay  incidents  and 
features  of  his  life  and  character,  than 

moft  of  his  iranlient  acquaintances.  

The  firft  were  kind  and  hofpitable  to  a 
high  degree  ;  and  the  progrefs  he  made 
in  acquiring  tbe  confidence  of  the  Fede- 
ral Government,  is  a  proof  of  the  fatis- 
faclion  he  gave  in  the  dilcharge  of  his 
duty. 

At  a  period  when  the  government  had 
become  fomcwhat  unpopular  in  this  ftate, 
by  the  novelty  and  opprellive  afpeft  of 
the  excile  law,  the  polt  of  diftricl  attor- 
ney of  the  United  States  forKcrtuckv, 
was  offered  to  feveral  gentlemen  of  the 
profeffion,  and  refufed— It  was  then  ten- 
dered to  Mr  Clarke,  and  accepted,  from 
an  opinion,  which  he  afterwards  commu- 
nicated to  the  author  hereof,  that  "  there 
was  very  little  wifdom  in  refilling  to  ex- 
ercife  an  office  under  the  adminiftration 
of  our  country,  whofe  errors  we  could 
not  reform  by  mere  refufal."  He  con- 
tinued to  exercife  the  duties  of  this  of- 
fice, until  the  formation  of  the  Indiana 
Territory,  when  he  fucceeded  by  ap- 
pomtment,  to  the  ftation  of  Chief  Jud^, 
which  he  enjoyed  'till  his  death.  y 

If  Mr.  Clarke  had  enemies  in  private 
life,  they  were  not  created  by  the  crime* 
of  the  heart  ;  if  at  the  bar,  it  was  natu- 
rally to  be  expeded  upon  a  theatre 
where  perfonal  rancour  is  fometimes 
lubftituted  for  the  more  exalted  duties  of 
the  forenfic  profeifion. 

He  has  left  behind  him,  a  wife  and 
children,  by  whom  the  lofs  of  his  kind 
domeftic  protection  will  be  very  fenliblv 
felt.

TO  FARMERS. 

From  q  London  Paper. 

Robert  RakeweH,  the  mod  fuccefsful  and 
celebrated  experimental  farmer  ever  known  in 
England,  was  born  at  Difhley.  in  Leiccder- 
fhire,  about  the  year  1725  Or  6. 

His  grandfather  and  father  had  r;Gdjd  on 
the  fame  elllte  finec  tbe  beginning  of  the 
prefent  centuiy  ;  and  Ins  farther,  who  died 
about  the  year  1700,  had  always  the  reputa- 


tion of  being  one  of  the  mod  ingenious  anti 
able  farmers  of  fiis  neighbourhood. 

Mr:  Bakcwtil  having  conducted  the  Diftilv 
farm  feveral  years  before  the  de^eafc  of  his 
father,  began,  about  forty  years  fincc,  that 
couife  of  experiment  which  has  procured 
him'  fuch  extemivc  fame.  He  made  excurll- 
ons  into  different  parts  of  England,  to  in- 
fpect  the  various  breeds,  and  to  afcertain 
thofe  which  w  ere  belt  adapted  to  his  purpofes 
and  the  mod  valuable  of  their  kinds.  Hi' 
next  dtp  was  to  felcft  and  purchafe  the  bed 
of  all  the  forts  wherevf,-  they  could  be  found  ; 
and  this  fe!<  iHion,  the  refult  of  f»  veral  years 
experience,  was  the  original  dock  from  which 
be  propagated  his  own. 

About  the  year  17G0,  Mr.  Bakewell  fold 
his  fheep  by  private  contract,  at.  not  more 
than  two  or  three  guineas  each.  Some  time 
afterwards,  he  began  to  let  fome  of  his  rams 
and  for  a  few  feafons  received  only  15s.  and 
a  gunj:a  a  piece  for  them  ;  but  as  the  fame 
of  igPrecd  extended  itfelf,  be  advanced  his 
pne-s  and  by  the  year  1770,  was  enabled  to 
let  iome  of  m's  rams  for  tbe  feafon  for  twen- 
ty-five guineas.  Since  that  time  the  prices 
and  credit  ot  the  dock  have  been  progreffive- 
ly  encreafing  ;  and  of  late  years,  lingle  rams 
have  been  let  for  the  feafon  for  the  enormous 
prices  of  four  guineas  and  upwards.  It  is  a 
fact,  which  has  no  former  example,  that  one 
ram,  called  the  Two-polkorb.  produced,  in 
one  feafon,  the  fuin  of  eight  hundred  ruineas, 
independent  of  ewes  of  Mr.  Blakeweil's  own 
dock,  which  at  the  fame  rate,  wou'd  have 
made  a  total,  the  produce  of  a  (ingle  ram— . 
of  twelve  hundred  guineas  ! 

The  race  of  Diihley  Iheep  are  known  by 
the  finenefs  of  their  bones  and  flefh,  the  light- 
nefs  of  the  offal,  the  difpofition  to  quietnels, 
and  confcquently  to  fatten  with  let's  food 
than  other  Iheep  of  equal  weight  and  value 
Mr.  Blakewell  improved  his  black  horfes  by 
an  attention  to  the  form  which  is  bed  adapt- 
ed for  their  ufe.  His  dalUons  have  been  let 
for  the  feafon  for  one  hundred  guineas  and 
upwards.  About  ten  years  fince,  he  exhibi- 
ted bis  famous  black  liorfe  to  rhe  King  and 
many  of  the  Nobility  in  the  court  vard  at 
Sr.  James's. 

In  this  place  it  may  be  well  worth  while  to 
infert  the  following  datement  of  the  prices 
SrVen  at  an  auction  of  dock,  bred  from  Mr. 
Bakrwell's. 

The  fale  which  we  advert  to  was  that  of 
Mr.  Fowler,  of  Rollright,  in  Oxforddi'ire. 
After  his  death,  one  article  of  his  live  dock, 
the  homed  cattle,  fold  for  a  value  equal  to' 
that  of  the  fee  limple  of  his  farm  !  Fifteen 
head  a  lone  of  bulls  and  cows  fold  for  two 
thoufand  four  hundred  and  fixty  four  pound*, 
or  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and  Gxty  four 
pounds  each  !

Tbe  impotent  at- 
tacks of  male\olence  and  env.-,  in  the  una- 
vailing oppofition  of  intered  and  dilappoint- 
ment,  can  have  no  weight  with  a  difcernin* 
and  gcnttOUS  public';  too  well  acquainted 
with  the  doctor's  intrinfic  merit,  &  unaffum- 
ing  modedy,  either  to  fuffer  the  one  to  go  un- 
rewarded, or  the  other  unacknowledged

WASHINGTON-CITY,  Nov.  24. 
Letters  are  faid  to  be  received  in  town 
from  Greenock,  by  the  lliip  Liverpool  Packet,

Not  being  perfe&h  i'atis- 
fied  as  to  the  meaning  of  that  part  relating  to 
the  conCumption,  I  lent  to  rcquefl  an  expla- 
nation. I  received  for  an  Twer  that  the  con- 
fumption  as  well  as  the  importation  of  all  fo- 
reign llour  after  the  4th  January  next  was 
forbiddent,  and  what  was  then  on  hand  mud 
be  exported. 

"  The  veffel  by  which  this  goes  failing 
immediately,  allows  me  only  time  to  inform 
you  that  not  being  perfectly  fatisfied  with  the 
explanation  font  me  by  the  adminiltrator  of 
the  corn  market,  I  fent  up  again  to  the  judge, 
who  entirely  differed  in  opinion  from  the 
former,  the  latter  conceiving  it  was  intended 
only  to  prohibit:  the  importation,  but  the  for- 
mer ftill  inlilts  that  the  importation  and  con- 
fumption  were  both  intended.
